I have no children, but want 
a family so badly. Have prayed 


earnestiy. Why does God not 
answer my prayer? 


Your letter came recently and 
I have. prayerfully gone over it 
several times. I do know some- 
thing of your burden. 

You are certainly right to pray 
for children. We have many ex- 
amples in the Bible of people who 
prayed and God gave to the bar- 
ren woman the child for which she 
prayed. Besides Rachel and Han- 
nah, that was true also about 
Sarah and Rebekah and Elisabeth, 
the mother of John the Baptist. I 
it proper and right for 
you to earnestly pray for God to 
give a child. 

At the same time, I advise you 
to seek the advice of a good doc- 
cance Sometimes there is treatment 

diet which will help to make 
sc ssible the normal conception of 
children. Sometimes the husband 
has been affected by some disease 
like the mumps and left infertile. 
Sometimes vitamin pills, more 
rest, regular exercise make a man 
able to become a father. At least 
it is worth both of you being ex- 
amined by a good doctor. It would 
be better to know if there is any- 
thing that could be done physical- 
ly. It may be that you have al- 
ready had medical advice and very 
careful medical examination. 

At the same time, we must ad- 
mit that sometimes God seems not 
to choose to give a baby where 
one is desired. I have five daugh- 
ters who are happily married. ‘Two 
of them have been unable to have 
children for some reason. Both 
have, after much prayer, adopted 
children. One daughter and her 
husband have adopted two and 
the other has adopted one, They 
are very happy with the adopted 
babies.

In Genesis 6:5 God gives us an 
accurate photograph of the unre- 
generate heart of man, “And God 
saw that the wickednéss of man 
was great in the earth, and that 
every imagination of the thoughts 
of his heart was only evil contin- 
ually.” 

Again, as to the universality of 
sin, God says in Isaiah 53:6, “All 
we like sheep have gone astray; 
we have turned every one to his 
own way.” 

In I John 1:10 we read, “If we 
say that we have not sinned, we 
make him a liar, and his word is 
not in us.” 

Again in I John 1:8, “If we say 
that we have no sin, we. deceive 
ourselves |I do not believe we 
deceive very many -others;. cer-, 
tainly we do not deceive God’ 
and the truth is not in us. 

My friends, we have already 
seen the definition of sin, its 
origin and its universality. 


IV. Its Manifestations 

First, we see sin all too often 
manifest in the lives of Christians. 
One of Satan’s most potent tools 
is the backslidden Christian. Many 
men seem to-have a misconception 
of what backsliding is. Sometimes 
we say, “That man doesn’t come 
to church any more; therefore he 
is backslidden,” or, “That man 
has gone back to drink; therefore 
he is backslidden,” or, ‘“‘That man 
has gone back to his old manner 
of living; therefore he is a back- 
slider.” My friends, the essence of 
backsliding is a lessening of our 
love for God. A person is a back- 
Slider when his love for God 
grows weak. That is the reason 
he quits attending 


did. That is the reason he goes 
back to his. drinking or his| 
gambling .or his old manner of | 
living—because his love for God 
has lessened, | 
The Lord Jesus Christ in the 
second chapter of the Book of 
Yevelation, after commending the 
church at Ephesus for certain 
things says, “Nevertheless I have 
somewhat against thee, because 
thou hast left thy first love.” | 
Many a person has left the 
honeymoon stage, No longer does 
your heart beat and pulsate with 
love and adoration and gratitude 
to God for snatching you as a 
brand from the burning; no long- 
er do you live and walk and 
move in His presence; no longer 
do you talk with Him day by day 
in prayer; no longer do you let 
Him talk to you day by day 
through the written Word. You 
have left your first love. 
Therefore, sin is manifest all 
too often in the lives of backslid- 
den Christians. I believe that the 
most potent weapon which Satan 
has to damn more souls and to 
hinder the cause of Christ is the 
careless, inconsistent life of the 
backslidden Christian. I ask you 
this question, backslider: When 
you realize that unsaved men are 
stumbling over your sins into the 
bottomless abyss of Hell, is it 
worth it? When you roll sin as 
a sweet morsel underneath your

that just as sure as you continue

you, is it worth it? 

Oh, 
saved people looking at backslid- 
den -Christians who will engage 
in doubtful indulgences and ques- 
tionable practices. This old world, 
as far from God as it 1s, 
that if there is a reality in 
claims which we make of the pow- 
er of Jesus Christ to transform 
lives, that truly a believer is a 
new creation in Christ Jesus and 
that. he should live like it. The 
world knows that there is some- 
thing wrong in the lives of a lot 
of backslidden church members 
who put on a pious front, who go 
to church on Sunday morning, 
then from Monday to Saturday 
when you observe their manner 
of living, you can't tell them from 
the Devil’s goats with a spyglass. 


Now, another manifestation of 
sin in the life of Christians is a

His servants, and His church. 
Back over in 
chapter of Numbers during the 
wilderness Wanderings of God’s 
earthly people, Israel, you remem- 
ber, the people became discouraged 
and they began to complain and 
murmur against God, starting in

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that is necessary, then don’t you 
think that nearly everybody is 
saved?"’ My friends, that verse 
does not say, “He that believeth 
about Jesus,” but “he that believ- 
eth on him is not condemned.” Let 
me try to illustrate the difference 
between believing about Jesus and 
believing on Him to the salvation 
of your soul. 

I have believed about Jesus all 
my life—since I was old enough 
to believe anything. I heard that 
Jesus Christ was God’s Son and I 
believed it. I heard the good news 
that He loved us enough to come 
to earth and die to pay the penal- 
ty for our sins, and I believed it. 
I was still just believing about Je- 
sus. I heard that He was the only 
way of salvation, that “neither is 
there salvation in any other, for 
there is none other name under 
heaven given among men where- 
by we must be saved,” and I be- 
lieved that. But I still was just 
believing about Jesus. 

But one day when I saw myself 
as a hopeless, helpless, Hell-de- 
serving sinner, and realizing that 
Jesus was my only hope, I re- 
pented of my sin and put my en- 


I believed on Him to the saving 


blood, to put your entire reliance 
upon Jesus Christ dying in your 
stead. That is what it means to 
believe on Him. No wonder, then, 
that God says, ‘‘He that believeth 
on him is not condemned.” 

Let me further illustrate this 
truth: Here in Detroit we have a 


being “dead in trespasses and in 
sins.” Hence we see the neces- 
sity of the new birth, for that soul 
is dead in trespasses -nd in sins 
and life must be imparted, and 
life can only be imparted in the 
new birth. In Ephesians 2:1 we 
read, “And you hath he quick- 
ened jor made alive} who were 
dead in trespasses and sins.” 

I hate sin. I hate it for what it 
has done to me, for what it has 
done to those I love, and to oth- 
ers. Sin has dug every grave, has 
built every prison wall. Sin has 
built every asylum; sin has caused 
every tear to course down the 
cheek of a father or mother 
mourning for a prodigal son or 
daughter; sin has broken every 


and of his manhagod; sin has as- 
sassinated virtue. It has damned 
every soul that vainly cries for 
deliverance from an eternal Hell. 

No wonder God says only “fools 
make a mock at sin.” 

Now we come to the good news.

less open to holy impressions. Ev- 
ery year away from Christ our 


-hearts become harder in sin. That 


needs no proof. The practice of sin 
increases the power of sin in our 
lives. God and Heaven and Christ 
and holiness lie very near child- 
hood, but if the child remains 
away from Christ, every year he 
becomes farther and farther away. 


When I see a child walk into 
the inquiry room of a Sunday 
evening, I feel quite certain that 
if a worker of any sense gets hold 
of that child he is going to be 
converted; but when I see a man 
or woman walk in there I do not 
feel at all as sure. The adult has 
become so entangled in sin, the 
mind has become so darkened by 
the error and skepticism that 
arise out of sin, there are so 
many complications added by each 
year, that the case of an adult 
Is very difficult as compared 
with that of a child. The fact is 
that with very many if they are 
not converted in childhood they 
will never be converted at all. 
J’athers and mothers, that is true 
of the children in our homes 
Sunday School teachers, that. is 
true of the children in your Sun- 
day School classes. It is now or 
never. 

3. Conversion of the children is 
important, in the third place, be. 
cause converted children are 
among the most useful workers 
for Christ. 

They can reach persons who are 
inaccessible to everyone else. They 
can reach their schoolmates and 
playmates, the Jewish children. 
the Catholic children, the children 
of worldly parents and_ infidels. 
They can bring them to Sunday 
Schoo! or to children’s meetings, 
and to Christ. You and I cannot

They can. Then they can reach 
their parents oftentimes when we 
cannot. They will not listen to us, 
but they will to their children.

He often went by the mis- 
sion door, but when a worker in- 
vited him in he repelled him with 
rude insults. But his child, about 
ten years old, was gotten into the 
Sunday School and won for Christ.

The father 
took down his overcoat to go to 
the saloon. Little Annie asked him 
if he would not stay to the meet- 
ing.

I 
think enough has been said to 
show that the conversion of the 
ehildren is tremendously impor- 
tant—in fact, the most important 
business the church of Christ has 
en hand. Surely it was well that 
Jesus said, “Take heed that ye 
despise not one of these little 
enes.” 


II, Who Is Responsible for the 
Conversion of the Children? 


Now we come to another ques- 
tion, Who is responsible for the 
@eonversion of children? An easy 
question to answer. 

1. First of ail, the parents are 
responsible for the conversion of 
the children. 

The first and greatest responsi- 
bility of parents regarding their 
children is their saivation. The re- 
sponsibility to feed and clothe and 
educate our children is nothing to' 
eur responsibility to bring them 
to Christ and bring them up in 
Christ. The parent who fails to 
bring his children to Christ has 
failed at the main point of pa- 
rental responsibility. Yet parents 
are willing to leave the conver- 
sion of their children to others, 
to the minister, to the Sunday 
School teacher, or even to chance. 
What would you think of your- 
self if you left the feeding of your 
ehildren and the clothing of your 
ehildren to others or to chance? 
You would despise yourself, and 
well you might, but you would 
not really be as despicable as if 
you left the salvation of your 
ehildren to others. This is your 
highest and most solemn obliga- 
tion as a parent to bring your 
ehildren to Christ. Have you done 
it? If not, then go at it at once. 


I sat in the station at Evans-| 
ville, Indiana, one day waiting for | 
a train. A man and wife came in| 
with two babes, one a year-and- “a- | 
half old, the other three. They sat | 
down to wait for another train. 
I turned to the man and sajd, | 
“Are you a Christian?” 

“No, sir.” 

“Then,” I said, “you: are not fit | 
to be the father of those children. 
God has laid a solemn responsibili- 
ty upon you in giving you those 
children to bring up for Him.” 

And I say to every parent who' 
is not a Christian, an out-and-out 
Christian, you are not fit to be a 
parent. You are unfit for the 
highest responsibility of father-| 
hood and motherhood. Get fit to-| 
day by taking Christ and then be- 
gin at once to lead your children 
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' pied a respectable place in so

to Christ. And you who are pro- 
fessed Christians, seek power for 
this work and begin at once, 


2. In the next place, the respon- 
sibility for the conversion of the 
children rests upon all pastors, 
evangelists and preachers of the 
Word. 


We are too exclusively occu- 
pied with the grown-up people. 
But Christ’s first direction to the 
great preacher Peter was that he 
was to prove his love by feeding 
the lambs. The minister or evan- 
gelist who overlooks the young is 
disobeying Jesus Christ, and the 
warning of Christ should come to 
him with great power, “Take heed 
that ye despise not one of these 
little ones.” The fact is that it is 
our pride that leads us to neglect 
the children. It is gratifying to 
our vanity to think that the 
grown people and especially the 
men flock to our ministry. Any- 
one, we fancy, can interest the 
children, but it takes men of our 
own great mental caliber to inter- 
est the men. Oh, take heed, take 
heed! In the eyes of our Master 
the children are of first impor- 
tance. 

3. In the third place, the re- 
sponsibility for the conversion of 
the children rests wpon the Sun- 
day School teacher. 

The first and highest duty of 
the Sunday School teacher is to 
lead his scholars to Christ. The 
Sunday School teacher has not 
done his whole work when he in- 


terests: his scholars or even when 
he instructs his scholars’ with 
good, sound, orthodox biblical 


doctrine. His business is to con- 
vert them, to win them to Christ. 

Sunday School teacher, the 
probability is that there are schol- 
ars in your class that will be led 
to Christ by you or else will 
never come. Do you realize that? 
When you next sit before your 
class let this thought sink deep 
into your heart: some of these 
scholars are to be won to Christ 
by me or lost forever. Oh, it is 
a glorious thing, but it is a sol- 
emn thing to be a Sunday School 
teacher. What an opportunity! 
What a responsibility! Yet many 
and many a Sunday School teach- 
er allows scholars to drift into 
their class and drift out of their 
class without any definite word to 
convert and save them! 

Under the first sermon I ever 
preached in Chicago a young

lil. How to Convert the 
Children 


We come now to the last ques- 
tion and the all-important one: 
How can we convert the children? 

1. First of all, by prayer. 

True conversion and regenera- 
tion is the Holy Spirit’s work. It is 
He who convicts of sin and right- 
eousness and judgment (John 16: 
8-11). It is He who leads to sav- 
ing faith, It is He who makes 
children as well as adults new 
creatures in Christ Jesus. And 
He works in answer to prayer. 
There must, then, be very defi- 


conversion and the regeneration

We had one child that did .not 


seem naturally as religiously in-'| 


clined as the rest. One night.I was 
led to ask prayers for that child. 
That very night (or perhaps the 
next) when I went home I was 
told that the child burst into tears 
as she went to bed, and when her 
sister asked her what was the 
matter, she replied, “Oh, I am 
afraid I shall die and go to Hell!” 
She did die, but, thank God, be- 
fore the hour came prayer had 
been answered and she was trust- 
ing Jesus and went to be with 
Him forever. 

Oh, parents, pray for your chil- 
dren. Sunday School _ teachers, 
pray. Pray definitely, pray earn- 
estly, pray expectantly. Of all 
that I heard in my own Sunday 
School days nothing impressed me 
so as a story of a teacher who 
prayed earnestly for all her schol- 
ars and all were converted. I was 
a mere boy when I heard it, but 
when in later years I got back 
into Sunday School as a teacher 
I remembered it and I prayed. 
My class was composed of reck- 
less boys, but I saw every one 
of them, with possibly one excep- 
tion, make a profession of faith in 
Christ. 

2. The second step towards the 
conversion of the children is the 
use of the Word of God. 


The Word of God is the instru- 
ment God has appointed for con- 


viction, conversion and regenera- 
on: Ul. Pet To. Jas. 1 ie): 
Fathers, mothers, Sunday School 


teachers, study your Bibles to find 
out just how to use them in lead- 
ing a soul to Christ, and then 
use them in that way with the 
children in the Sunday School 
class, in the home, in the inguiry 
recom and everywhere. 

3. If we are to convert the chil- 
dren, we must be baptized with 
the Holy Spirit. 

“Ye shall receive 
that the Holy Ghost 
is come ‘Goan you.” Holy Ghost 
power is what every parent needs 
and must have. Holy Ghost power 
is What every Sunday School 
icher needs and must have. 

I once met a gentleman and 
ho had read an address on 
the baptism with the Spirit, and 
they had sought and received this 
baptism; so when I visited the 
city where they lived, they came 
to see me. Their hearts were full 
of ae The man told me what 
wondrous things God had done 
lor him by the Holy Spirit's pow- 
or. Then the wife broke in and 
said, “Yes, and the best part of 
it is that I have been able to get 
the hearts of my own chil- 
which I was never able to 
before.” 
Ah! that is what we want, par- 
ents, to get into the hearts of our 
children. The baptism with the 
| Holy Spirit is the secret. It is not 
enough that we can interest and 
amuse and instruct the children. 
| It is not enough that we can draw 
pretty pictures on the blackboard 
and play kindergarten games, and 
Sing bright songs, and get texts of 
Scripture and pretty notions into 
the children’s heads. We must get 
Christ into their hearts. We must 
get them to take Jesus as their 
own Saviour, to trust in the shed 
blood of Calvary and to sur render 
to Christ as their Lord and Mas- 
ter, and confess Him as ike be- 
fore the world. We must get them 
saved. | 

Much of our Sunday School 
work and of all our children’s 
work in this day is tomfoolery and 
an abomination in the sight of 
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God. We get the children—yes, 
we get them in droves, and we 
amuse them, and we. instruct 


them, and we delight them, and 
we send them home happy and re- 
solved to come again, and. then 
we fancy we have done a good 
work for God, but, in reality we 
have done nothing for God but 
much for the Devil. If the chil- 
dren are not converted, your work 
is a failure. The conversion may 
not always be immediate. It takes 
time to effect real conversion, and 
sometimes the fruit may not ap- 
pear until years after, but if there 
is not converting power in your 
work, either now or ultimately, 
your work has been a failure. 
That there may be converting 
power in our work we must have 
the Holy Ghost. It is not enough 
that we know the lesson, it is not 
enough that we understand all 
these newfangled ways of teach-

We must have the Holy Ghost. 
|Ah! the teacher who -knows

4. We should hold 
mgs for children. 

In these meetings as the chil- 
dren come in they should be 
placed in classes of four or five. 
with a teacher at the end of each 
class. There should be first a class 
of boys and then a class of girls. 
This will prevent disorder and 
noise. There should be a_ good 
deal of singing, and the hymns 
should be bright and fresh and 
of a character that the children 
can understand. They should be 
taught the hymns verse by verse, 
and the meaning of the hymns 
should be explained. Hymns set- 
ting forth God’s love and the 
atoning death of Christ should be 
especially used. Children enjoy 
singing the same verse over and 
Over again:until the truth has 
sunk itself way down into their 
hearts.

It should be made 
very clear just what one must do 
to be saved.
